It is one 
of those institutions, which should 
rather be extended and liberalized. 
We haye been labouring for years to 
convince the Government that the 
more liberal the system the more pro- 
ductive of revenue it would be. Last 
year they adopted a tolerably liberal 
mail system for the | interior; and 
what was the result ? The revenue 
derived from postage was nearly dou- 
ble what it was estitiated at! The 
explanation of the increase is given 
in the, form of a foot-note, and is as 
follows : — “The enlarged facilities 
offered by the regular’ conveyance of 
mails to the different mining camps 
has been the means of increasing the 
income under Postagp.” We beg to 
tell the Government. that there is 
another reason; and that is the great 
reduction in the rate pf postage. It 
may at first sight apipear somewhat 
paradoxical to say that to reduce pos- 
tage rates is the surest way td increase 
the revenue from that source. Yet 
experience both at home, in the older 
colonies, and_in the Wnited States of 
America, affords ample proof of the 
correctness of the proposition. We 
confess that we view with.regret a 
disposition on the partof the Govern-
